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Renew Efforts To End Crippling Railroad Strike 


Conferences On 
Strike Issues 
Are Continued' 


Striktn Told That 
National Dofon^o 
It Boing Hampered

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.— 
The government r e s u m e d 
peace talks in the crippling 
railroad strike today after 
warning the strikers that they 
threaten both the national de­ 
fense and their own cause by 
continuing their unauthorized 
walkout. 
The three-man-national media­ 
tion board went into session with 
leaders of the four big operating 
rail unions shortly after 10:30 a.m. 
EST. Representatives of the car­ 
riers were “standing by” for talks 
with the board or a joint meeting 
with the brotherhoods. 
Appeals for Return To Work 
Prior to the conferences, Chair­ 
man John Thad Scott of the medi­ 
ation board appealed to the strik­ 
ers to return to their jobs. 
Scott issued an early morning 
«tatement which said: 
“Since 1934 the national media­ 
tion board has effected the suc­ 
cessful mediation of ipany labor 
disputes under the procedures of 
the Railway Labor Act. 
“Now the widespread work stop­ 
page by certain railway employes 
throughout the nation is not only 
a crippling blow to our national 
defense effort but also a serious 
roadblock in the path of this 
board's effort to settle this long­ 
standing dispute. 
The prompt return of these em­ 
ployes to their posts of duty will 
remove this threat to effective ne­ 
gotiation.”

Brotherhoods chiefs said they 
were' told when negotiations re­ 
cessed until today that they should 
“boil down” their demands and 
bring them to the morning meet­ 
ing in writing. 
Sessions beginning yesterday ex­ 
tended into thè early hours of the 
morning before the union chiefs 
and members of the mediation 
board decided to recess their ef­ 
forts to get the trains running 
again. Preas for Legal Action

when the coal mine room in which 
he was working caved in, badly 
crushing his body. 
Main was working in the mine 
which is directly behind his and 
his father’s home, in North Se- 
wickley township, when the tragic 
accident occurred.

Tolls Congress Of 
Proposed Boosts 
To Meet Demands

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5 — 
The government hinted today 
it may ask for a tax on food, 
rents and clothing as Treasury 
Secretary Snyder spelled out 
the details of the administra 
tion’s 10 billion dollar tax in­ 
crease program. 
Snyder urged Congress to act 
swiftly on President Truman's re­ 
quest for tax increases of four bil­ 
lion dollars annually on individual 
incomes, three billion on corpora­ 
tions. and thre billions on excise 
levies. 
The treasury secretary asked for 
a four percentage point across-the- 
board increase in the 20 to 91 per 
cent individual income taxes, and 
an eight percentage point boost in 
the 25 to 47 per cent corporation 
tax. 
Asks Excise Boosts 
He asked that excise taxes on 
these consumer items be raised at 
the manufacturers’ ievel as fol­ 
lows: 
• 
Passenger automobiles, from 7 
per cent to 20 per cent, estimated 
additional revenue, 685 million; re­ 
frigerators, television sets, radios, 
phonographs, electric, gas and oil 
appliances, and other consumer 
durable goods, from 10 per cent to 
25 per cent, 425 millions; liquor 
from $9 to $12 per gallon, beer, 
from $8 to $12 per barrel, and 
wines, varying increases, 710 mil­ 
lion; cigarettes, from 7 cents to 10 
cents per pack, and cigars, varying 
increases, 525 millions; gasoline, 
from 1 cents to 3 cents per gallon, 
580 million; 
miscellaneous, 
110 
million; total, 3 billion 35 million 
dollars.

AtomicGuided Missiles And,

dicted today that the American

soon be aided by atomic guided 
missiles and artillery. 
Gen. J. Lawton Collins, army 
chief of staff, said that the army 
would have some guided missiles 
—not necessarily atomic—within 
18 months. 
With the advent of atomic guid­ 
ed missiles and artillery “not many 
years” from now, “Lightning Joe ’ 
Collins declared our ground troops 
would have atomic ammunition 
for some of the close support now 
provided by conventional artillery 
and fighter-bombers.

Wisely or unwisely, Britain’s 
socialist government has concentrated on replacement ot 
bombed and obsolete construction at the expense of the con 
sumer, and meat consumption has been particularly hard hit. 
Britain’s worst enemy could no longer sneer at her as a nation 
of beef-eaters. 
The present weekly ration of meat for one Briton is 
slightly less than 12 cents worth. Even though meat prices are 
quite a bit lower over there, 12 cents won’t buy much meat. It 
will get approximately a quarter of a pound of tough, gamy 
mutton. The amount of steak it will buy would hardly provide 
a full portion for a midget in Lilliput. 
This means about one meat meal a week. But that’s not 
the worst. The government has now announced this ration is 
to be cut by another 20 per cent, and housewives are sore 
about it. They were hoping for things to get better. And they 
are not readily appeased by the explanation that the cut is due 
to failure to agree with Argentina on arrangements for meat 
imports. 
Facts like this one should be kept in mind when proposals 
are advanced to push the U. S. farther ahead on the road to 
socialism. 


A blunt-spoken American, with s 
worldwide reputation as scholar, 
industrialist,

He is Waller S. Gifford of Salem, 
M ass, new United States ambas­ 
sador to Great Britain, who made 
what might be considered a fiery 
debut at a dinner of the English- 
Speaking Union in London. 
The former president of the 
American Telephone C o m p a n y 
started his speech with something 
of an understatem ent by saying 
that there is “room for improve­ 
ment on both sides” in Anglo- 
American relations. 
But as he warmed to hi* subject, 
Gifford assumed his stance aa a 
board chairman not afraid of back 
talk. 
Defends Action 
He stoutly defended United Na­ 
tions advances north of the 38th 
parallel in Korea, an action that 
has subjected Gen. Douglas Mac- 
A rthur to severe criticism in many 
sections of the British press. 
He stood by with all vigor in 
support of the American-sponsored 
resolution 
branding 
Communist 
China the aggressor. 
He warned Great Britain and its 
outposts that surrender to Red ex­ 
pansion in one area of the world 
will bring about repetition in an­ 
other. 
And he told his British hearers 
that 
Soviet Communism 
utilises 
both “sword and guile” and that 
complete Anglo-American unity is 
the only defense against attack by 
the first and infiltration by the 
second. 
The Gifford talk was of first- 
rate importance for two reasons. 
First. Prime Minister Attlee was 
among the banquet guests. He has 
led the British battle against any 
punishment of Communist China 
and only reluctantly agreed to sup­ 
port the U. S. resolution on aggres­ 
sion. 
Second, a British foreign office 
spokesman — obviously with his

NEW YORK-TO-LONDON FLIGHT 
The new speed record of seven hours 4B minutes for the 
New York-to-London flight, set by 41-year-old Captain Charles 
F. Blair, Jr., in a propeller-type scarlet Mustang fighter plane 
is probably not destined to stand for long, unless it’s for lack 
of challengers with practical reasons for breaking it. 
In this case, smashing the record was probably incidental 
to the main purpose, which was to study the effect of high 
velocity winds on air liners working in the upper stratosphere. 
Captain Blair’s average speed of 450 miles an hour is not un­ 
usual in these days of supersonic jet flying. 
That is not to discount Captain Blair’s achievement, how­ 
ever. His flight was a necessary part of the constant scientific 
exploration which is being waged every day in a thousand dif­ 
ferent aspects of flying. The long trip through fog and bad 
weather at high altitudes was a physical and moral ordeal of 
no small order. Captain Bliars life depended not only upon 
his skill, endurance and good fortune but upon the accuracy 
and wisdom of the engineers and the care of the many tech­ 
nological helpers responsible for the details of the trip. 
Captain Blair and all those who took part with him in the 
enterprise are to be commended for a job well done. 


ASLEEP AT THE WHEEL 
When a man falls asleep at the wheel of an automobile 
the assumption is that sheer fatigue is the reason. But the 
American Automobile Association thinks there may some­ 
times be another explanation — the road monotony which 
every driver experiences on the type of highway which does 
not provide enough breaks in the scenery. 
Any motorist who ever has traveled over the long 
stretches of the desert, where there is nothing to be seen but 
the road, will know exactly what the AAA has in mind. The 
clear path that is always ahead, plus the lack of intersections 
and towns to go through, may easily exert “a hypnotic in­ 
fluence” on the driver and be responsible for some of the ac­ 
cidents that are constantly occurring. 
In any event, the association will make what it describes 
as a phychological study of the situation and the Pennsylvania 
Turnpike will be the scene of its operations. That, incident­ 
ally, would seem to be a logical place for an inquiry of this 
sort. During 1950, 59 persons lost their lives there and 624 
were injured. And this on what was supposed to be the “safest 
highway” in the world!

TEACHER WHO HAS LARGE 
CLASS 
Not all teachers are as good 
teachers as our children deserve 
to have. 
But many teachers are 
truly 
wonderful, 
conscientious, 
skillful and appreciative of chil­ 
dren as persons. 
More of them 
would be such if more of us par­ 
ents showed them more apprecia­ 
tion, gave more of them worthy 
approvals and built up in our 
children more loyalty toward their 
teachers, cooperation with them 
and enthusiasm for them. 
We parents need to realize that 
most teachers are paid less than 
many factory workers, that the 
slight increase in salaries of teach­ 
ers in recent years has not kept 
up with the increase in the cost 
of living. 
We need to realize, too, 
that the iize of classes for most 
teachers, especially in the ele­ 
mentary grades, has been enor­ 
mous. 
Mechanical Jobs 
This growing in class-size means 
increase in such mechanical jobs 
as keeping records and reading 
written 
work 
by 
children. 
It 
means a harder job at manage­ 
ment of the pupils. It means more 
nervous 
strain 
to the 
teacher, 
thanks to the growing number of 
children who don’t behave well 
and cooperate. 
It means more 
worry over the children who don’t 
learn easily, who lag in one or 
more studies. It means more time 
in conference with parents who 
complain. 
Correspondingly 
it 
means less emotional poise in the 
teacher and fewer satisfaction» to 
her from awareness of success. 
We parents also need to re­ 
member 
that 
in 
recent 
years, 
owing to the scarcity of teachers 
with standard training, there are 
more and more teachers not ade­ 
quately trained professionally to 
teach. 
(Fewer 
teachers 
were 
trained in 1950 than in 1949, and 
fewer students entered teachers 
colleges this year.) 
While most of these teachers 
are sometimes over-sensitive to 
their very best, they suffer from 
emotional conflicts over aware­ 
ness of their lack in training and 
are sometimes over-sensitive to 
the inquiries and criticisms by 
parents. 
Besides, with less than 
standard training, they have less 
teaching and disciplinary skill, as 
a rule, use up more than a normal 
amount of nervous energy and 
therefore may grow still less skill­ 
ful. 
Nevertheless, some of these 
teachers are wonderful in spite of 
their handicaps. 
And if we par 
ents were all duly appreciative of 
all the strengths and successes 
of the teacher regardless of the 
amount of her professional train­ 
ing and experience, 
more and 
more teachers would be succeed­ 
ing and more children would be 
happy and learning well at school. 
Here are a few more things we 
parents can do: discipline our 
children at home in due respect 
for the rights of others and re­ 
gard for proper authority by our­ 
selves or others in our place; train 
our children in self-reliance and 
responsibility at home—to wait on 
themselves and share in the duties 
at home. 
We should educate our 
children at home to aome basic 
restraints and requirements—the 
foundations of obedience—in a 
family atmosphere of love and un­ 
derstanding. 
Among 
the 
most 
troublesome children to the teach­ 
er are those who are not well dis­ 
ciplined at home. 
And when we 
find a child to be a behavior prob­ 
lem at school or a laggard 
his 
lessons there, let us consider first 
what we might do to change him 
gradually at home.

Great Game O f Politics

Ugly Head Of Politics 
WASHINGTON, Feb. S. 
If at a time such as this the head of the nation is not personally 
equal to formulating his own policies, it Is almost as good—some­ 
times better to have a President who surrounds himself with high- 
grade, able men from whom his policies comes. 
Conceding that he 
does not do the first, the complaint often has been made that Mr. Tru­ 
man does not do the second either. 


To a considerable extent the weight of this allegation was di­ 
minished not only when he named Mr. Charles E. Wilson as chairman 
of defense mobiliziation but gave him complete authority over all 
other mobilizers, stabilizer* and organizers. 
With great wisdom Mr. 
Wilson made it clear he would not take the job under any other condi­ 
tions. 
He had to be, he said, the boss, and Mr. Truman said yes. 
In 
this respect at least Mr. Truman markedly improved over his prede­ 
cessor, Mr. Roosevelt, who in World War II functioned in just the 
opposite way. He not only delayed action on wages and prices longer 
but when finally he named his War Production Board designated two 
instead of one head. With Mr. William Knudsen to represent industry 
he named Mr. Sidney Hillman to represent Labor. When asked by Mr. 
Knudsen “who’s boss?” Mr. Roosevelt gaily replied “I tm .” It was, of 
course, a silly setup and crumbled under its own inevitable ineptitude. 
After many costly months had been lost Mr. Roosevelt ended this ill- 
conceived dual management by naming a very mediocre business man— 
Mr. Donald Nelson—as head. 


Certainly, Mr. Trum an deserves commendation for picking Mr. Wil­ 
son and giving him full power. But, while Mr. Wilson unquestionably 
is a first-rate man this does not mean he can do it all; that without the 
President’s full support clear down the line a good r any things are 
bound to go wrong and some of Mr. Wilson's policies be enfeebled. 
Needless waste and inefficiency will result. For example, it is hard to 
conceive of anything that would do the whole defense effort greater 
harm than that it should become saturated with partisan politics. Ths 
effect would be to lower the public morale, destroy confidence in the 
integrity of the Administration and sicken the whole effort. Certainly, 
Mr. Truman does not want this and just as certainly Mr. Wilson would 
hate it. 


Yet, just as certainly, unless steps are taken now before the or­ 
ganizations to enforce the price and wage freezes that have been or­ 
dered by Mr. Wilson are fully formed, a devastating and deplorable 
political saturation will take place. 
Already, plain warnings of this 
have come from within the office of price stabilization. 
Just a week 
ago Vice Admiral John H. Hoover, USN (retired), resigned as priee- 
control enforcement chief. 
He quit, he said, in disgust at what he 
called the use of “some Democratic senators” of the price-control ma­ 
chinery as a channel for political patronage. Mr. Michael DiSalle, Ad­ 
miral Hoover’s chief, minimized this charge, and said that while he is 
negotiating for a successor to Mr Hoover, he hoped “to get a chance to 
talk things over with him” but admitted that “lists of nominees" were 
coming in from “interested senators.” 


Mr. Wilson is Mr. DiSalle’s chief, but Mr. DiSalle, who is a Demo­ 
cratic politician from Ohio, was appointed by Mr. Truman before he 
appointed Mr. Wilson. The question now is whether despite Mr. Wil­ 
son’s known desire to keep his machinery wholly free of politics, will 
not the politicians, under Mr. DiSalle, be able to do exactly the thing 
that caused Admiral Hoover to quit in disgust. True, Mr. DiSalle pro­ 
tests that all the recommendations of the Democratic senators are 
given a three-way check. 
If they do not measure up they are not 
taken on, but “if capable they are hired.” 
Notwithstanding this dis­ 
claimer, the extent to which the politicians are being recognized 
brought a shocked reaction from a number of congressmen, and Senator 
Lyndon B. Johnson, Democrat of Texas, announced that he had de­ 
clined to make any recommendations for ESA jobs on the ground 
that they should be filled without regard to political considerations. 
He said he had been asked by both Mr. DiSalle’s office and the Demo­ 
cratic National Committee to send in names. 


In the last war there were approximately 60,000 paid employes 
in the Office of Price Administration scattered all over the country.

The 
contention of those in position to know is that the price machine then 
was grossly overmanned; that 60,000 employes meant overlapping, 
duplication, waste and confusion; that most of them were politically 
sponsored; that enforcement was unduly costly and inefficient.

statements of Admiral Hoover, Senator Johnson and others voice re­ 
sentment against a repetition of this sort ot thing. 
Undoubtedly they 
reflect public sentiment as well as congressional sentiment. The huge 
increase in civilian employes both in the military as well as the ex­ 
ecutive departm ents has been pointed out significantly by Democratic 
senators such as Byrd, of Virginia, and Douglas, of Illinois. 


Of course, the time to make sure politics does not blight the defense 
effort is now. Mr. Wilson ought to let Mr. DiSalle—and everyone else 
under him who is building an organization—know that he insists on 
rigid nonpartisanship in all appointments; that he wants no one named 
because he is either a Democrat or Republican; that if recommenda­ 
tions are to be asked from Democratic senators and the Democratic 
National Committee, they must be asked also from Republican senators 
and the Republican committee—and given equal weight. 
Any other 
policy would—and should 
be—resented as against the national 
interests.

supply electricity in this area. 
Just seven years after Edison per­ 
fected the incandescent lamp and 
three years following the erection 
of the first generating station at 
Pearl street in New York City a 
company known as Citizens Elec­ 
tric Light and Power Company 
was originated here. 
On February 5, 1886, a stock 
company was formed for the pur- 


1930. of Pennsylvania Power Com­ 
pany, Harmony Electric Company 
and Peoples Power Company. In 
1928 the company became part of 
the Commonwealth and Southern 
Corporation group, and on Sep­ 
tember 1, 1931, was set up as a 
separate 
operating 
unit 
with 
headquarters here in New Castle. 
Under the Utilities Holding Com­ 
pany 
Act,

solved in 1949. Today, Pennsyl­

GOOD MARKET FOR HOGS 
ANTICIPATED 
An expected increase in the de­ 
mand for pork in 1951 calls for a 
moderate increase in production, 
and for satisfactory returns. Swine 
growers will want to follow effi­ 
cient practices. Cost of producing 
pork probably will be higher than 
in 1950. 
Several factors will contribute to 
the increase in demand. 
Among 
them are higher consumer income, 
increased military needs, and a new 
record high in population. 
Increased costs will apply not 
only to feed. 
Taxes, labor, and 
building materials are other items 
which are going up and will make 
pork production more expehsive 
Arrangements should be made 
for obtaining feed supplies ahead 
of possible further increase in 
prices. 
Use of balanced rations 
and good-quality legume pasture 
will help keep feed costs down. 
Proper sanitary practices must not 
be overlooked. 
Farrowing quarters need to be 
cleared 
of 
old 
bedding, 
and 
thoroughly scrubbed 
and disin­ 
fected before the sows are brought 
in to farrow. 
Provide clean bed­ 
ding. dry and free from dust, as 
insurance for healthy pigs. 
The 
early weeks of a pig’s life are the 
most important if he is to become 
a profitable feeder. 
Since hog prices usually are most 
favorable between late August and 
October 1, most Lawrence county 
swine growers aim to have their 
hogs ready for market during that 
period. 
Some flexibility in the 
marketing program permits feed­ 
ing for a finish to suit market re­ 
quirements. 


EIGHT STEPS FOR WINTERIZ­ 
ING FARM EQUIPMENT 
Proper winter storage of farm 
machinery and equipment can con­ 
tribute to the production and har­ 
vesting of a bumper crop next year. 
In preparing farm mechanical 
equipment for winter storage, clean 
it thoroughly with safe cleaning 
fluids, and lubricate properly. 
Provide for systematically recon­ 
ditioning or replacing worn or de­ 
fective parts on machines. 
Buy 
only what is needed. 
Protect iron 
and wooden parts of machines with 
paint, or give metal parts a good 
coating of rust-preventive com­ 
pound. 
Store machinery away from live­ 
stock and poultry. Place it in stor­ 
age so that the first pieces needed 
in the spring will be handiest. 
Use the operator’s manual or in­ 
struction book as a guide in proper 
care and timely maintenance of 
equipment. 
The Agricultural Extension Of­ 
fice can supply additional informa­ 
tion on maintenance and storage of 
farm machines, including dusting 
and spraying equipment.

wise. 
His words had such a familiar 
ring that 1 dug out my African 
notebooks of 1943 and found that 
at the first Eisenhower news con­ 
ference I attended in Algiers in 
late January, the general said. 
"Since the battle began, I have 
tried to prove that allies can work 
together. 
We chin over our prob­ 
lems and find the answer. We are 
all concerned with getting on with 
this war.” 
It is obvious that the general, 
on his recent flying trip through 
Europe, chinned with purpose and 
that he came home convinced in 
1951 as in 1943 that "we are all 
concerned in getting on” with the 
present crisis. 
After the Kasserine PaSs de­ 
bacle, Gen. Eisenhower at his first 
news conference said: 
"If you are gambling for big 
stakes, it is worth taking risks.” 
In those war days, reporters 
were not permitted to quote the 
general directly, but it seems to 
me that this quote is as fresh to­ 
day as it was then. What the gen- urer; 
eral is now telling us is that the 
risk is more than worth the tre­ 
mendous stakes involved for the 
democracies. 
I don’t know how the general’s 
pronouncements have affected, you 
personally. 
But since his admoni­ 
tions to us to have faith in our­ 
selves, the daily intake of bicarb 
has dropped 90 per cent at Chez 
Robb.

an of Pennsylvania held an Atomic 
Knergy Seminar. 
The seminar was held jointly by 
ih e Pennsylvania Society of News­ 
paper Editors. Pennsylvania State 
College and the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 
Peacetime Uses 
* Not only was the effects of the 
bomb gone into, but Dr. Paul C. 
^ebersold. chief of the Isotopes 
¿Division of Oak Ridge Tennessee 
■showed some of the amazing uses 
jbf the radioactive isotope in medi­ 
cine. 
industry, 
agriculture 
and 
botany. 
Dr. Richard Gerstell. consultant, 
jit ripped a lot of the fear of the 
efter effects of the bomb away. 
^Sure the bomb will kill you if 


you are close enough,” said he, 
“but it’s time to quit scaring the 
ordinary Joe about the effects of 
the radioactive rays. 
“If you are more than three- 
quarters of a mile away from 
ground zero the center of the ex­ 
plosion, the chances are you will 
not be harmed by any rays. 
By 
heat, yes, by the blast, yes, and yet 
neither of these are going to harm 
you if you are three miles away. 
“In case of an atomic bomb ex­ 
plosion most of the deaths would 
be from fire, and falling masonry. 
When the warning comes, get to 
the cellar. As for building a flock 
of concrete shelters, we haven’t 
enough money to build one for 
everybody 
and 
lots 
of 
people 
wouldn’t have time anyway.”

time to the building of the bomb, 
the research of atomic scientists 
on the various elements of the 
atomic scale.

ball served notice that the Navy 
will oppose the 400.000-man Ma­ 
rine Corps advocated in a resolu­ 
tion sponsored by Sen. Douglas (D) 
111. 
Kimball said ‘‘we oppose and 
will continue to oppose efforts to 
separate the corps from the naval 
service or to increase its strength 
out of proportion to that of the 
Navy”. 
The undersecretary, addressing 
the California Trucking Associa­ 
tion, said “Marine Corps strength 


will be stabilized at approximately 
20 to 25 per cent of total Navy 
strength”. 
At these percentages, the 400,- 
000-raan corps for which Douglas 
claims to have the backing of 41 
senators would mean a Navy of 
1,600,000 to 2.000,000 men — far 
larger than anything now planned. 
Kimball said that present Navy 
strength is 70 per cent above the 
pre-Korean level, which would be 
a force of approximately 650,000 
men. 
He placed present Marine 
strength at 170,000 men, already 
slightly above the 25 per cent 
level. 
“We do not believe it neces­ 
sary,” Kimball said, “to increase 
the Marine Corps beyond 20 or 25 
per cent of naval strength for 
sound military reasons. 
“The concept of the corps as a 
compact, elite amphibious force 
cannot be abandoned.”

Order To Close 
Part Of Deshon 


Louis E. Graham, representative 
Of the 25th district of Pennsyl­ 
vania in the United States House 
of Represenattives, has entered a 
protest ot General Gray, admin­ 
istrator of veterans affairs, Wash­ 
ington, concerning the order to 
close a portion of the Deshon hos­ 
pital at Butler. 
The News has received from 
Congressman Graham the contents 
of the letter sent to General Gray. 
The letter reads as follows: 
Dear General Gray: 
Following the announcement of 
the Veterans Administration that 
the VA hospital at Butler, Pa., 
would accept tuberculosis patients 
only, and that the staff would be 
cut drastically, I have been in re­ 
ceipt of numerous telegrams and 
letters protesting this action of the 
Veterans Administration. 
Enclos­ 
ed is a copy of a telegram receiv­ 
ed from the Butler Chamber of 
Commerce. 
While I know that this will not 
be a complete closing and will ap­ 
ply only to the general medical 
and surgical beds, with the infor­ 
mation that these will be trans­ 
ferred to Aspinwall, nevertheless 
this is a matter of vital impor­ 
tance to the citizens of Butler and 
to the hundreds of veterans lo 
cated in the 25th congressional 
district, a district of approximate 
ly 375,000 population. 
It seems to me that with the 
present high rate of casualties in 
Korea that thousands of boys will 
be returned to this country for 
treatment. Of course I know they

will go to the army general hos­ 
pitals but it will only be a short 
time before they are graduated 
into the veterans class and then 
many will be seeking admission 
to the Veterans Administration 
hospitals. 
In view of the fact that the gov­ 
ernment has expended tremendous 
sums of money in building the 
so - called 
temporary 
buildings 
around the large permanent build­ 
ings, the action of Veterans Ad­ 
ministration is difficult to under­ 
stand. 
The newspaper article states 
that the staff of employees will 
be cut from 935 to 550, a reduc­ 
tion of 385 men and women. 
Of 
course, this will result in a tre­ 
mendous dislocation. The uproot­ 
ing of these employees and their 
families will cause a distinct hard­ 
ship to them in the securing of 
adequate housing facilities in new 
communities. 
Many of these em­ 
ployees have children in schdtols, 
some of them have bought their 
homes and those who had hoped 
to be permanently located there 
w ill, of course, be required to move 
to new locations. Should they take 
other positions this will undoubt­ 
edly result in a loss to the govern­ 
ment of highly experienced and 
trained personnel who have been 
prepared for this work at great ex­ 
pense to the government. 
The 25th congressional district 
which I represent is one of the 
largest industrial districts in the 
world and I have been informed 
that in World War II over 40,000 
young men and women went out of 
this district and into the service. 
The majority of them are again 
located in the district and the con­ 
venience and accessibility of this 
hospital is a matter of vital im­ 
portance to them. 
I am thoroughly familiar with 
the situation at Aspinwall, having 
served as United States attorney 
for the western district of Penn­ 
sylvania and both Aspinwall and 
Butler are in our district and I 
can truthfully say to you that it 
will be a matter of great incon­ 
venience, plus the added time re­ 
quired for the people in our dis­ 
trict to be forced to go to Aspin­ 
wall or other veterans facilities. 
Under all the circumstances I 
am constrained to ask for a full 
and complete report on this situa­ 
tion and may I ask of you that in 
that report you set forth your jus­ 
tification for closing this very im­ 
portant, accessible hospital facil­ 
ity at a time when every indica­ 
tion is that it will be badly needed.

Oslo Makes Ready 
For 1952 Olympics 
OSLO—(INS)—Preparations for 
the winter Olympic games to be 
held In Oslo from February 14 to 
25, 1952, are reported well under 
way. 
All 
competitions 
except 
the 
grand slalom and downhill races, 
which will be held at Norefjell, 
two hours by car from Oslo, will 
be held inside the city limits. 
Norway’s first bob-sled track is 
under construction and will be 
tested this winter. 
The Olympic 
slalom track is nearly completed 
The ski elevator will be ready this 
winter and the track will then be 
opened to the public. 
A new ice-hockey stadium is be­ 
ing constructed and the famous 
Holmenkollen ski jump is being 
completely rebuilt in readiness for 
the Olympic games. 
The tower of the ski jump is 
140 feet high and the takeoff is in 
fact a three-story building contain­ 
ing a restaurant and ski museum. 
Jumps of 230 feet are made at 
Holmenkollen nowadays but when 
the first contest was held there in 
1892 the winner jumped 45 feet. 
The alpine events during Holm­ 
enkollen week from February 18 
to 25, 1951, are attracting great in­ 
terest, as continental skirts regard 
the slalom and downhill races as 
dress-rehearsals for the 1952 win­ 
ter Olympics. 
The Olympics organizing com­ 
mittee is tackling the accommoda­ 
tion problem in an ambitious man­ 
ner. A billeting office has already 
been opened in Oslo for the win­ 
ter Olympic games. 
A hotel, the largest in Scandi­ 
navia. is nearing completion in the 
center of Oslo and will be put at 
the disposal of the Olympic au­ 
thorities as a press center, 
In the Oslo suburb of Sogr.a ac­ 
commodation is being built for 
the contestants in two-story blocks, 
which after the games will be used 
to house Oslo students. 
The 
sale of tickets for the 
games will begin this spring.

Speaks At Dinner 
In his speech at the New York 
Baseball W riters’ dinner last night, 
the commissioner told 1,400 base­ 
ball people and their guests that 
the 70.000,000 American baseball 
fans who sit as a board of direc­ 
tors write to the chairman of their 
board 
(Chandler) 
from tim e to 
time. 
He added: 
“In the past two months I have 
learned that we have many vigilant 
directors. As long as their corpora­ 
tion’s internal strife is up for a 
public airing, they want to know 
all the facts. Unfortunately I have 
been able to give them only argu­ 
ments for the defense; the full 
brief filed by the plaintiff has 
never been placed in my hands. 
“Bickering, dickering and horse- 
trading are traditional parts of 
the American scene. So, also, is 
fair play. And that Is where the 
average American fan will have 
his say. 
We must not let him 
down.” 
Not A Fair Deal 
What the commissioner seemed 
to be saying was that the baseball 
tans feel that he has not been 
given an entirely fair rattle in the 
way he was fired without warning 
and without cause.
